decisive battle of the Civil W 'ar?’’ 
asks the New York W’orld, which eon 
tinues, 
“They may he good men, but they 
are sadly misguided. 
“Surely none of them could have 
been writh Reynolds and Buford and 
W adsw orth 
in th a t d esp erate first 
day ’s fighting which made this peace­ 
ful little Pennsylvania town the tu rn ­ 
ing point of the rebellion. 
"They cannot have fought in Bir- 
ney’s division on that disastrous sec­ 
ond day, when Longstree’t crumpled 
up Sickle’s corps and left the fate of 
the nation hanging by a thread. 
“They cannot have been with W a r­ 
ren and Vincent in th a t death grapple 
which ended only when Hood’s men 
were finally driven from Little Round 
Top. 
It was th ere th a t O ’Rourke, the 
pride of his class at W est Point, was 
killed a t the head of the One Hundred 
and F o rtieth New York. No survivor 
of th at regim ent would m ake such a 
protest. 
"They cannot have belonged to th e 
F irst Miinesota, which earned a place 
all its own that day in the V alhalla of 
heroes, or to the F ifth N ew H am p­ 
shire, which lost more killed than in 
wounded, am ong its dead being Col­ 
onel Cross who used to boast th a t his 
regim ent dared not go hack without 
orders. 
“They cannot have been George 
Stan n ard s V erm ont Brigade, or have 
seen the m ortally wounded Cushing, 
who com manded a b atte ry of a rtil­ 
lery, fire a last shot from his guns as 
he gaily saluted his general and then 
passed into eternal peace. 
‘They cannot have been with Han 
cock’s Second corps, which beat back 
P ickett’s historic charge in the a f te r ­ 
noon of the third day, a f te r Arm i- 
stead had planted his flags in the 
m idst of the Union guns on Ceme­ 
tery Ridge. 
The men of th a t corps 
would w ant to see those flags again, 
and to see the men in g ray who car­ 
ried them up to the Union batteries 
They still rem em ber how th e dying 
C onfederate A rm istead sent his watch 
and spurs to the wounded Hancock 
to be forw arded to his relatives in the 
South. 
Before the w ar Hancock and 
A rm istead had been chum s, and in 
spite of war, the old friendship was 
vanquished only by death itself. 
“ P erh ap s these objectors to the Con 
federate uniform w ere not a t G ettys 
burg a t all; but in an y event they 
have missed the m eaning of the semi 
centennial celebration.

zens, with one flag, one nation and 
one history, and common memories of 
the m ost m om entous stru g g le in the 
annals of hum an liberty.
